REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art does not teach creating a filtered sub table having expression 
values which satisfy a logic filtering criterion and establishing pair combinations 
of the sub tables by clustering. Furthermore, it is noted that the computer 
readable medium recited in the claims doe not encompass carrier waves. 

Claim 5 is allowable. The restriction requirement among species, as set 
forth in the Office action mailed on May 26, 2006, has been reconsidered in view 
of the allowability of claims to the elected invention pursuant to MPEP § 
821 .04(a). The restriction requirement is hereby withdrawn as to any claim 
that requires all the limitations of an allowable claim. Claims 9-12, directed to 
different coefficients are no longer withdrawn from consideration because the 
claim(s) requires all the limitations of an allowable claim. 

In view of the above noted withdrawal of the restriction requirement, 
applicant is advised that if any claim presented in a continuation or divisional 
application is anticipated by, or includes all the limitations of, a claim that is 
allowable in the present application, such claim may be subject to provisional 
statutory and/or nonstatutory double patenting rejections over the claims of the 
instant application. 

Once a restriction requirement is withdrawn, the provisions of 35 U.S.C.
